DRIVE JUST BEGUN FOR 
$500,000 IN CHICAGO 


Witness Says He Drew Up 
| “Form 101” Which Was 
| Disapproved Because of 
| Tncreasing of Limit. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—yYesterday’s 
‘sessions of the senatorial committee 
Ce restigating campaign expenditures, 
which ran into the night, were de- 
| voted largely to questioning of Harry 
'M. Blair, assistant to Fred W. Up- 
ham, treasurer of the Republican Na- 
Ma Committee. 


Many of the queries were directed 
‘at form 101, one of the bits of evi- 
‘dence offered by Gov. Cox to sub- 
stantiate his claim that more than 
$1000 was being solicited from indi- 
viduals. Blair, in his testimony, ad- 
mitted that he had drawn up form 
101 and approved its use, but when 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Republican campaign organiza- 
tion saw it they stamped it with the 
mark of disapproval, because Will H. 
Hays, Republican national chairman, 
had declared that contributions ex- 
ceeding $1000 would not be accepted 
from any one person. 

After the names of paid employes 
‘of Blair’s organization, together with 
itheir salaries, had been obtained, 
‘Senator Reed of Missouri said: 
“We've established that the Repub- 
‘lican National Committee has the 
most extravagant payroll that a com- 
_mitte e ever had.’’ 

Cites Democratic Payroll. 

Senator Edge of New Jersey inter- 
jected to read testimony of W. D. 
Jamieson, Democratic assistant treas- 
paver. that the payroll of his party 
organization amounted to $18,000 a 
month. It was learned from Blair 
‘that his payroll amounted to $20,000 
|a month. 

“Some of my men have been of- 
fered from 100 to 150 per cent more 
ifor church work,” Blair said. “The 
Interchurch World Movement of- 
fered two $250 a week each and un- 
limited expense accounts.” 

“So church organizations pay more 
than political organizations?” asked 
Senator Kenyon. “Yes,” replied 
| Blair. 

The questioning also developed 
that the Western headquarters had 
no authority over seven Eastern 
states in which funds were raised 
under the direction of Col. William 
| Boyce Thompson of New York and 
| James G. Blaine, the Eastern treas- 
‘urer. 
| Early in his testimony Blair said 
that when he undertook his duties 
in November, 1919, a list of state

But after the signatures had 
been affixed, it is argued, they became valueless and 
ceased to be property. 

Some sheets had only a few signatures. 
some had only one; supposing,

As printed matter the “pamphlets” were property. 
As “referendum petitions” they were not property.

Can they under any ra- 
tional theory be said to be referendum petitions until 
actually filed with the Election Commission? 

Apparently they were “pamphlets” and property up 
to just the moment of the burglary. Then, at that 
very instant, they became “referendum petitions” 
and ceased to be property, a very serviceable theory 
for Mr. McCulloch, however it may impress the dis- 
interested.

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NO LIMIT IN MISSOURI. 

Walter 8. Dickey of Kansas City, testifying before 
the Senate Investigating Committee, said Missouri’s 
quota, as fixed by the Republican National Commit- 
tee, was $90,000. That statement, on its surface, 
seems to refute Gov. Cox’s charge that St. Louis’ 
quota, in the “cities list,” was $250,000. 

But the $90,000, as Mr. Dickey’s further testimony 
revealed, was only an item in the Republican cam- 
paign finances of Missouri. It was only the Repub- 
lican National Committee's assessment. Besides the 
$90,000, money was to be raised for the State cam- 
paign and for the county campaigns iin every county.

OUR NEWEST AMATEURS OF POLITICS. 

Many elections similar to University City’s have, 
of course, been held in the suffrage states. As the 
first test, however, of suffrage by virtue of the 
amendment in the case of an office of high visibility 
and in a stubbornly contested election of striking 
features, this special election for a Mayor had at 
least some distinctive interest. 


The election judges, named before Tennessee's vote, 
were all men, but women shared, in some cases al- 
most monopolized, all other election activities in 
which Missouri men previously had had an exclusive 
part. They made preliminary canvasses of sentiment, 
spread propaganda with astonishing success, got out 
the vote, served as workers about the polls, voted in 
wholly unexpected numbers. They fell naturally and 
generally with much feminine grace into these new 
and unaccustomed roles. Their own interest and the 
interest they stimulated in others made it the most 
intensive campaign conducted in years in any St. 
Louis County municipality and brought out a total 
vote of 3054 in this town of about 6900 people, only 
a few failing to visit the polls. If they felt dismay 
at first at the consequences of taking sides against 
friends, they speedily dispelled the feeling and be- 
came spirited fighters. Their influence on the result 
of the unusually full expression is conceded to have 
been decisive. Possibly woman did not want the vote, 
as some who pretended to know her wishes asserted. 
Nevertheless, many aged ladies went delightedly to 
deposit their ballot. 

The suspicion crossed some anxious masculine 
minds that before many years women will be taking 
the dominating part in politics, as compared with 
men. The average Woman has much more time for 
political activities—perhaps greater facility in them— 
than the average man. The average woman of much 
leisure will find the field more appealing and 
satisfying than club work, card playing or even 
the charity work of purely routine nature.
